T he $15,0(30 damage suit of W . 
M . Lucas vs. W . C. Gr ubbs, J. T. 
W ar r en and A n dr ew H. Killion, 
which has attr acted consider able 
attention in cour t cir cles, came up 
in the Pettis cir cuit cour t, befor e 
Judge Geo. F. Longan, yester day. 
The motion for judgment was sus­ 
tained and judgment given defend­ 
ants. 
Plaintiff’s appeal to the su­ 
pr eme cour t was gr anted. 
The suit of Mr . Lucas was filed 
over a year ago. 
It alleges that 
defendants confeder ated and con­ 
spir ed to have plaintiff confined 
and impr isoned in a lunatic asy­ 
lum ; that he was wr ongfully and 
maliciously depr ived of his liber ty 
on 
account 
of it

ed that he was insane. 
B y these false statements, so the 
petition alleges, W . E . Conner , 
James Ringen and Ben D. Clar k, 
judges of Pettis County, wer e ad­ 
vised to cause to be enter ed upon 
the r ecor ds that he was insane. 
This was only a pr etention, as 
no such r ecor d was made by the 
judges.

Sw eet Spr ings has a sensation, 
and it fur nished the one topic of 
conver sation in the 
pr etty little 
town yester day. 
Accor ding to 
infor mation fur ­ 
nished a r epor ter for the 
D e m (3- 
CR..T, H. H. Massey emer ged fr om 
the pr ison walls at Jeffer son City 
four teen year s ago and pr oceeded 
to Sweet 
Spr ings 
to 
make 
his 
home. 
Massey, who had a lar ge cancer 
on one side of his 
face, passed 
thr ough Sedalia, and on ar r ival at 
Sweet 
Spr ings 
r ented 
a 
single 
r oom and kept bachelor ’s hall. 
No one seemed to take any par ­ 
ticular inter est in the new ar r ival, 
but all noticed that his ways wer e 
peculiar , and that he always had 
money to spend, although he was 
never known to labor . 
For 
many 
year s Massey, who 
was finally looked upon as a her ­ 
mit, has been living in seclusion in 
a r oom over a stor e located at a 
cor ner just back of the Missour i 
Pacific depot in Sw^eet Spr ings. 
Lately Massey iuvs been feeling 
badly and 
he enter tained 
gr ave 
fear s that the end was dr awing 
near , but he made no complaint to 
other than the 
attending physi- 
cian. 
lie gr ew wor se, however , and 
Fr iday night he r ealized that he 
had but a shor t time longer to 
live, so he decided to make a clean 
br east of his misdeeds befor e he 
was called upon to face his Maker . 
Massey sent for the author ities 
and tur ned over to them a com­ 
plete 
counter feiting 
outfit, 
and 
stated that he had been making 
spur ious coin ever since his r elease 
fr om 
the 
penitentiar y, 
four teen 


year s ago. 
He fur ther stated that a consid­ 
er able quantity of his pr oduct was 
in cir culation in Sedalia, and that 
most of the coins made r ecently 
wer e one-half dollar s, dated 1899. 
On account of his cr itical illness 
and the thought that death was 
near Massey will not be ar r ested 
unless he r ecover s. 
The above infor mation will pr ob­ 
ably clear up the myster y concer n­ 
ing the cir culation of spur ious coin 
in this section for the past few 
year s, and the officer s will now lose 
no mor e s l e e p iuinting for the den 
of the iilegnl money maker s, sup­ 
posed to be located in Sedalia.

A shor t time ago the son told 
his stepmother all about his father ’s 
cr ime in Missour i, wher eupon she 
packed her tr unk and left.

so enr aged Leabo that he took his 
spite out on his son by killing him.

Attempt to Blow Up Street Car 
Employes. 


THROWN ON BARN ROOF. 


Äew Talk of a Compromise — The 
Situation As It Existed In St. 
Loais Yesterday. 


S t . L o u i s , June 2 ,— A n attempt 
was made late last night to blow 
up with dynamite the St. Louis 
Transit comprny’s barns at Easton 
and Prairie avenues. 
One hun­ 
dred and fifty employees of the 
company and a number of police­ 
men were asleep in the bams ana 
many cars and much valuable prop­ 
erty was stored there. 
This was 
the second attempt to wreck the 
buildings with dynamite made] in 
three days. 
The sheds are three in number, 
all of brick and with high arched 
slate roofs. 
They extend from the 
southwest 
corner of Easton and 
Frarie 
avenues, west 0» Easton 
avenue to the middle of the block, 
where the office is located. 
None of the policemen upon the 
Prairie avenue side of the build­ 
ing saw 
anything, although the 
explosive was thrown to the roof 
of the shed from that side. 
The 
policemen asleep in the east shed 
were thrown violently from their 
cots by the force of the concussion. 
V ery little damage was done by 
the explosion, 
which 
shook the 
surrounding 
houses 
and 
caused 
great excitement. 
It could not be 
learned who threw the explosive. 
The citizens’ committee that has 
been 
endeavoring 
to 
secure an 
agreement between the company 
and the strikers submitted a propo­ 
sition to the Transit company this 
afternoon. 
President 
Whitaker 
made several changes in the propo­ 
sition and returned it. 
The com­ 
mittee went into executive session 
at 3 o’clock to consider the changes. 
It is «aid the Transit company 
has agreed to take back 1,000 of 
their striking employes at once and 
the remainder of the 3,325 as soon 
as places can be made for them. 
From what can be learned this 
seems 
to 
be 
acceptable 
t© 
the 
strikers, and it is hoped it may re­ 
sult in bringing the strike to an 
end. 
President W hitaker, of the St. 
Louis Tfansit company, and liis 
attorncvs held a short conference 
with Gov. Stephens and Attorney 
General Crow . 
None of the con­ 
ferees 
will 
disclose 
the subjects 
that were discussed. 
Labor Commissioner R ixey ap­ 
peared before the 
ciGzens’ com­ 
mittee and said that he would post­ 
pone the 
arbitration inaugurated 
by him under the law until such 
time 
as the 
citizens’ 
committee 


should have concluded that it could 
do no more in the way of effecting 
a settlement. 
Eugene W Debs is expected to 
arrive in St. Louis tomorrow morn­ 
ing. ^ He will make an address to­ 
morrow afternoon at Neff’s grove. 
More cars are now in operation 
over the lines of the Transit com­ 
pany than on any day since May 
8, when the strike began.
